1. THE KOREAN QUESTION AT THE UNITED NATIONS, AND SPECIFICALLY 

A REQUEST THAT HONDURAS COSPONSOR THE FRIENDLY RESOLUTION, WAS 
DISCUSSED WITH JAVIER SUAZO TOME (CHIEF OF INTERNATIONAL 
ORGANIZATIONS OFFICE OF FOREIGN MINISTRY) ON NOVEMBER 12. 

SUAZO SAID HE HAD BEEN APPROACHED BY THE SOUTH KOREANS WHILE HE 
WAS AT THE UNITED NATIONS IN REGARD TO SUPPORTING THE RESOLUTION. 
HE ALSO SAID THAT THE SOUTH KOREAN AMBASSADOR TO HONDURAS 
(RESIDENT IN MEXICO CITY) MIGHT COME TO HONDURAS SOON TO REQUEST 
HONDURAN SUPPORT. SUAZO SAID THAT IN THE PAST HONDURAS HAD 
COSPONSORED THE FRIENDLY RESOLUTION, AND HE THOUGHT THIS 
MIGHT BE THE CASE AGAIN. HE UNDERSTANDS THAT 12 LATIN AMERICAN 
COUNTRIES HAVE AGREED TO COSPONSOR THE RESOLUTION. 

2. SUAZO SAID HE WOULD TALK TO VIRGILIO GALVEZ (ACTING 
FOREIGN MINISTER) BUT THAT GALVEZ MIGHT WANT TO AWAIT THE 
RETURN OF RICARDO PINEDA MILL A FROM QUITO BEFORE MAKING A 
DECISION ON COSPONSORING THE RESOLUTION. 
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
